REMARKS 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner required restriction of the 
application. Applicant has elected to prosecute Group I and Figure 1d, drawn to a wiper 
drive. The claims readable on this election are claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 10, 11, 16, and 17. 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner stated the subject matter of claim 1 
is known. For the reasons stated herein, Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection. 

German patent 10011842 to Ostrowski discloses a wiper drive (Fig. 4) comprised 
of a housing (8) on support frame (1), a reversing motor (2) and gear mechanism (3). A 
swaying element (4) is coupled to an output shaft of the gear mechanism and is pivoted 
between removably mounted mechanical stops (11). Such stops can be moved or 
removed to enable the swaying element to be moved from a first mounting position to a 
second mounting position. 

Applicant's elected claim 1 requires that at least one stop is designed such that it 
can be removed and/or moved in such a way that the swaying element when the wiper 
drive is mounted on a support frame, can be moved from a first mounting position, 
which lies outside the pivoting range, into the pivoting range without being obstructed by 
the stop. The Ostrowski reference fails to teach of such feature. Moreover, if one were 
to remove the stops (1 1 ) of Ostrowski as suggested by the Examiner, the wiper would 
not work as intended. 

For all the foregoing reasons. Applicant believes that the subject matter of claim 
1 was not known. 

Applicant is filing concurrently under separate cover a request for a one month 
extension of time.
